The Chairman, Cr. Ginifer, 
opened the meeting and ,re- 
ferred to the importance. of 
the subject to be discussed. 
He referred to the question 
of flooding,in Altona in pre- 
vious years which has been 
alleviated this winter after 
certain. works have been 
carried out. 

The Shire President stated 
that public relations were 
vital within the municipality 
and also in other areas. 

The Chairman then intro- 
duced Cr. H. W. Lee and 
pointed out that’ Cr. Lee is 


-| the Councillor responsible for 


public relations during the 
current Council year. 

Councillor Lee expressed 
his appreciation at the at- 
tendance at the meeting and 
then proceeded to explain the 
report which he had made on 
the subject of public relations 
to the Council. He pointed 
out that whilst other areas 
in thé metropolitan area were 
being‘ assisted in their de- 
velopment, Altona is receiv- 
ing little helps He felt that 
much is to be done to improve 
the image of the municipalit; 
and that every activity whic: 
will attract people to the area 
should be encouraged. 

The Council feeis that some 
concerted effort should be 
made to publicize the area 
effectively and this is the rea- 
son that the conference has 
been arranged. 

Councillor Lee pointed ont 
that by comparison to other 
inner suburbs excellent op- 
portunities exist in Altona. 
He stated that he had made 
every effort to study the-prob- 
lems Associated with public 
relations and: thé encourage- 
ment to people to the area and 
drew the conclusién that it is 
not an easy task.

Council were as follows: 

1. Council should sponsor, 
a conference of all loca] in- 
dustries, commercial] , enter- 
prises, schools and local or- 
ganizations to discuss the best 
means of the promotion of 
Altona.
